New York, May 22.—A national 
crisis in the supply of oil for the 
manufacture of illuminating gas is 
arising through the extraordinary de­ 
mand for gasoline throughout

Through the 
Burton “cracking” process, enormous 
quantities of gas oil are being re­ 
fined into gasoline, it was stated, and 
resulting in a shortened supply every­ 
where for the manufacture of gas 
for lighting and heating purposes. 
Gas companies in attempting to ob­ 
tain sufficient quantities of oil are 
competing with the gasoline refiners, 
and sending prices to new heights. 
“Gas oil is selling 
at l l and 12 
cents a gallon as a result of tlTc short­ 
age,” said J. O. Lewis, oil expert of 
the bureau of mines.

Gas companies in attem pting to ob­ 
tain sufficient quantities of oil are 
com peting w ith the gasoline refiners, 
and sending prices to new heights. 
“ Gas oil is selling 
a t l l and 12 
cents a gallon as a resu lt of tlTc short­ 
age,” said J. O. Lewis, oil expert of 
the bureau of mines. 
“About four 
gallons of oil are required in m aking 
1,000 cubic feet of gas. 
The total 
fuel oil supply in 1919 w as 11,000,- 
000.000 gallons. 
The gas oil supply, 
i included in the volume of fuel oil was 
| 600.000,000 gallons.”
